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PAPER SITUATION ACUTE 


The new print paper situation all over 
America is now downright desperate, and 
it is doubtful if enough priat paper is 
going to be available to the publishors to 
enable much more than half of them to 
get ont a paper at all. Many will have to 
quit. In faet, fully 5,000 of them already 


_ have quit since 1914, when the war be- 


gan. Many dailies are and will’ have to 
reduce to wecklies, and all newspapers 
will have to conserve on print to the ut- 
most. 

The government is asking that the ut- 
most economy be used, and if this is not 
done restriction will be put upon it by the 
war board, still functioning. 

The metropolitan papers are the chief 
sinners, as they print yards and reams 
of rot that could just as well be elimi- 
nated as not, and it ought to be, as mine- 
tenths of it is rubbish, ithout even sense, 
much less merit. Their Sunday editions 
are a waste of print paper that is actually 
criminal under the circumstances. Dozens 
of pages and whold sections have nothing 
in them that could ’possibly interest any 
sane man or woman, and the law should 
put a crimp on them first of all. Their 
criminal waste is responsible for the 
shortage, and so all the rest of us have 
to suffer. 

Yesterday the price of a poor quality 
of news print paper went to 9 cents a 
pound. We have been paying 8! cents 
for some time. Before the war it was less 
than, 3 cents. 

Much of the pulp out of which it is 
made formerly came from Sweden, anit 
is no longer available for lack of chips to 
bring it. Labor and material in this ¢oun- 
try cannot be obtained, and what the re- 
sult is to be no one ean predict. 

To do its bit the News will quit print- 
ing ins‘rt pages immediately after Christ- 
mas, and issue but four pages. Also, on 
January 1 the price of advertising in the 
News is to be 5e an inch higher, so that 
the merchants, if they carnot afford a 
higher price, must use less space, thus 
helping in the amount of newspaper re- 
quired. 

The subscribers, also, must help. In- 
stead of getting a whole armful of papers 
for a few cents, they must get along with 
one, as all combinations cease in Rich- 
mond the first of January, as per uotice 
on the first page of this issue. The News 
is 40c aymonth, delivered by carrier any- 
where in Richmond, San Pablo, Pullman 
or Stege, and there is not going to he any 
San Francisco or Oakland dailies thrown 
in-at all. Those papers will likewise go 
on their owy account, and make what 
price they see fit.

| feiting American greenbacks has been 
diseovered by the state police in the 
| Adirondacks lumber camps, where $20, 
' $50, and $100 notes were being dupli- 
cated. Banking experts have pro- 
nounced them the most clever counter- 
| feits in existence. 

The information now in the hands 
| of the state police is to be turned over 
| to the United States departmeat of jus- 
‘tice. The secret of the device is a ma. 
| chine which is capable of splitting the 
thin note paper on which American 
| notes are engraved and permitting the 
|face and back of the note to be 
stripped from each other. Waxed pa- 
per is then laid over each half of the 
\note and a solution applied to trans- 
fer enough of the original ink to the 
waxed paper to make an exact dupll- 
cate of the note. The waxed sections 
to which the ink has been transferred 
are then pasted to the opposite half 
of the good note and in this way two 
bank notes exactly alike are produced.
